Caspian Sena shows ‘that they well under- 
stand how to conyaur Asiatic races with 
little or no. loss to themselves, Tho maxim 
of Skobeleff, ‘kill every ove in fight or in 
flight; but no. bluedsied afterwards,’ is 
one which every Russian officer aud 
aoldior—has naw adopted in Asiatic war- 
fare; and: if it be.acted up ty, the aub- 
jugation of evan such a, warlike race as 
that holding Afghanistan would not be 
diffigalt of achievement, - Skubeleff’ slew 
men, women, and children indiscriminately 
atGeok Tepe during the attack and pur- 
auit, and broke for ever thy puwer of the 
Akhal Tokes, Thero has searcely boen a 
shot fired ainco between the Caspian and 
Merv, . The terror thus inspicud led the 
Merv eldera to submit voluntarily almost 
immediately; they had boasted of their 
prowoss and of the invincible position of 
the ox ‘Queen of the World,’ hut they 
were panic-atrickea after the massacre of 
Geok Tepe and hastened to save themselves 
whilo thers was yet time. Asin the past 
with the Turkomaus so-it would bo in the 
future with the Afghans, that, is, if the Af- 
ghans were left to atand alone and were not 
packed by a British Army and encunraed 
to resist in Asia while Russia’s power was 
being broken elsewhere. The Russians, for 
instance, would storm Herat if the garrison 
did not evacuate the place, aud siguatise 
their victory by 4 maasaere so bloody that 
it would appal all Afghanistan, Thereafter 
there would never be found an Afghan 
furce that would cuavent to being shut up 
ina fortress. Were the Afghans’ to take 
to guerilly-warfary the Russians would not 
adypt the tactics of buruing a village here 
and there while «paring all but ‘those 
actually found in armas they would repeat 
tho awful example which Mactaban saw in 
Russian Turkisian, duvastaty whule tracts, 
of country, and kill off whuie tribes even te 
the old incu, -the women, and the children, 
Thus it niust bo admitted that tho pulicy 
«of luaving the Afehuus to stew in their own 
juicu would mean facilitating the vccupa- 
tion of the country by Russia, The British 
Government in what it is now doing is not 
merely subsidising the Ainir, but convine- 
ing the Afghan people themselves of our 
honest desire to sev then Independent, and 
eur equally honest intuntion to aid them in 
repelling all aggression from the Nurth.
